WASHINGTON, Sept. 7—Sec- 
retary of the Interior Oscar L. 
Chapman, angrily denying he is 
tainted with Communism, charged 
today tgat an attack on him by 
Senator Schoeppel (Rep.), Kansas, 
was a “last-ditch attempt to block 


statehood for Alaska.” 

Sitting across a witness table 
some 12 feet from tHe pipe-smok- 
ing Schoeppel, Chapman raised 
his left fist and exclaimed: 

“I challenge you and I dare 
you to remove the cloak of im- 
munity and sit here as I do under 
oath and repeat that speech you 
made or the Senate floor Tues- 

Defends Reputation. 

His voice quivering with emo- 
tion, Chapman also said: “I have 
been in the federal service 17 
years and I haven't been able to 
accumulate any wealth. All I 
have to leave my family is my 
reputation. By the grace of God no 
man in this Senate or anywhere 
else is going to attack it without 
an answer.” 

Chapman cited chapter and 
verse to prove, in the opinion of 
most observers at the hearing be- 
fore the Senate Interior Com- 
mittee, that Schoeppel’s charges 
were without foundation. When 
he had finished an unusually ef- 
fective presentation, a newspaper 
columnist congratulated him, say- 
ing in a loud voice: 

“That’s another cockroach 
down the drain, Oscar.” 

Chapman seemed pleased at the 
observation about Schoeppel’s 
charge but Schoeppel, if he heard 
it, said nothing. He continued to 
puff impassively on his pipe, 
making notes from time to time 
with a pencil. 

“Any man in public life must 
be prepared for attacks by politi- 
cal opponents,” said the secretary 
in a statement. “This one, how- 
ever, far surpasses in viciousness, 
in venality, in utter falsity, any 
that has been made against me. 
This rehashing of information 
that has been proven false, this 
raising of subversive ghosts, dem- 
onstrates that the Senator’s real 
motive is political, and nothing 
else.” | 

Charges Smear Technique. 

“The majority of Americans,” 
he went on, “will recognize the 
Senator’s statement for what it 
really is—another instance of the 
use of the smear technique which 
has become the stock-in-trade of 
little men in high places. Propa- 
gandists for Soviet Russia are not 
the only ones who are skilled in 
the use of the ‘big lie.’ Other 
people are using it frequently in 
this country. 

“I know that members of the 
committee deplore, as I do, the 
fact that assaults on the patriotism 
and honesty of men in public life 
are becoming a routine technique 
of political attack.” 

Chapman said that all the 
charges except one which were 
made by Schoeppel in his Tues- 
day speech were examined by a 
House committee more than two 
years ago. At that time Chapman 
denied them under oath, and he 
drew from Schoeppel today an 
admission that his detailed denial

Delegate Réplies to Rus- 
sian Charge of ‘Barba- 


rous’ 
American Flyers, As- 
sails Shooting of Pris- 
oners.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Sept.*7 
—The United States today pre- 


dicted retribution for those “who 
with one word” could stop the 
Korean conflict. 

“Those who sow the wind will 
reap the whirlwind,” Ernest 
Gross, deputy American delegate 
to the United Nations Security 
Council, told its members today as 
they debated the Russian resolu- 
tion denouncing the “inhuman, 
barbarous bombing’ of Korean 
objectives by United States air 
forces. 

Gross replied to Russian Dele- 
gate Jacob Malik’s charges of 
“barbaric” warfare. He called the 
shooting of prisoners the most 
“abhorrent”*of crimes and added 
the United States has indisputa- 
ble proof the North Koreans have 
shot in cold blood bound and un- 
armed prisoners of war. 

He charged the North Koreans 
are using civ#ians as a human 
screen to protect advancing 
troops and flatly denied Malik’s 
charges. that the United States 
Air®Force is dropping bombs in- 
discriminately. . 

Earlier, Malik had demande 
Passage of his resolution denounc- 
ing the “inhuman, barbarous” 
bombing of Korean objectives by 
the American Air Force. This 
move came after he had thwarted 
the will of a majority of U.N. 
members by vetoing their condem- 
nation of governments assisting 
the Communist North Korean in- 
vaders of South Korea. 

Introduced by * reper the reso- 
lution was blun aimed at the 
United States, just as the vetoed 
motion urging compliance - with 
U.N. action supporting South Ko- 
rean defense indirectly pointed an 
accusing finger at Russia although 
that country was not named in 
the formal document approved by 
the council majority. 

Seeks to Bar South Korean. 

At the opening of the morning 
session, called in an effort to clear 
the Council agenda, Malik deliv- 
ered a 25-minute attack on Unit- 
ed States operations in  battle- 
torn Korea after seeking unsuc- 
cessfully to prevent the South 
Korean representative, John M.

A new North Korean drive on 
the United States Twenty-fifth 
Division started with a terrific ar- 
tillery barrage at dawn Thursday, 
The Americans there are defend- 
ing the southwestern approach to 
Pusan, main Allied supply base 35 
miles east of the roaring battle.

Denies Any Knowledge 
of Report Symington Is 
to Be Named Boss of 
Home Front Mobiliza- 
tion Program. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP)— 
President Truman told his press 
conference today that he had no 
knowledge of a published report 
that W. Stuart Symington of St. 
Louis would be in over-all charge 
of home front mobilization. 

He said also that no plan was 
under consideration for a single 
economic stablization agency to 


use his powers to stabilize prices 
and wages. Such powers are em- 
bodied in the defense production 
bill now awaiting his signature. 

Senators Fulbright (Dem.), Ark- 
ansas, and Robertson (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, had told a reporter it was 
their understanding that Syming- 
ton, who heads the National Se- 
curity Resources Board, would 
have over-all direction of a series 
of credit controls, priorities and 
allocations operations to be 
started soon. 

Heard by “Watchdog” Group. 

Both Senators are members of 
a Senate “watchdog” group set 
up by Chairman Maybank (Dem.), 
South Carolina, of the Banking 
Committee, to keep tab on opera- 
tions of the economic controls bill. 

Symington has testified before 
the “watchdog” group. 

The President said positively 
that there would be no military 
dictator and that all controls 
necessary would be under civilian 
administrators. He said this in 
reply to a question ‘as to whether 
such controls would be under a 
civilian. 

He said the bill itself may not 
be signed for a few days since it 
has not been completely analyzed 
by the departments concerned 
and a great deal of work is yet 
to be done. 

Reported Program. 

Before the press conference, 
Symington was reported to have 
told the Senators that a seven- 
point program of credit controls, 
allocations and priorities would 
go into effect shortly after Tru- 
man signed the mobilization bill. 
The points: 

1. A system setting up prior- 

ities for defense orders. 

2. A general control regula- 
tion to keep industrial inven- 
tories at “minimum practical 
levels.” 

3. Conservation orders for 
materials neefled in the defense 
program, including limits on 
production of some end prod- 
ucts. 

4. Production programs de- 
veloped to provide for defense 
needs without “unnecessary dis- 
location” of normal customers. 

5. Reports from industry 
from which will be developed 
priority and allocation policies 
on consumption of material, 
value of priority orders and 
production of end items. 

6. Special expediting for de- 
fense production. 

7. Machinery for hearing ap- 
peals on the grounds of undue 
hardship or administrative dis- 
crimination. : 

Price Agency is Planned. 
Although he said there is no 
present need for price-wage and 
rationing action, Symington told 
the committee that $40,000,000 of 
a pending $60,000,000 presidential 
request will go toward buiding 
up a new agency to handle price 
controls. 

“This estimate has been pre- 
pared on the hope that adequate 
stabilization measures, particular- 
ly revenue legislation and credit 
restraints, will minimize the need 
for direct price and wage con- 
trols,” Sym on testified. 

“However, the estimate would 
permit the orderly development 
of as broad a system of price, ra- 
tioning and wage controls as ap- 
pears necessary and has been ar- 
rived at by rough calculation of 
the AE. expenditures that 
would be required to build up, by 
April 30, 1951, an organization 
which could handle a program of 
selective price controls with the 
minimum necessary planning and 
preparation for general or wide- 
spread price controls.

MOSCOW, Sept. 7 (AP)—The 
Literary Gazette today added 
three American generals to its 
list of “war criminals.” 

They were Maj. Gen. George E. 
Stratemeyer, Far East commander 
of the United States Air Force; 
Maj. Gen. Earle E. Partridge, 
commander of the United States 


Fifth Air Force in Japan; and 
Brig. Gen. Edward J. Timberlake 
Jr., vice commander of the Fifth 
Air Force. 

The M w weekly publication 
called the three “executioners of 
the Korean people” and cartooned 
them in uniforms dripping with 
blood. The drawing also showed 
a bomb falling to earth labeled 
“Made in U.S.A. with traditional 
friendship for Chima, signed Ach- 
eson.” 

Earlier this week the Gazette 
predicted that Harold Stassen, 
United States Republican leader, 
would some day be tried as a war 
criminal. 

The Gazette said Gen. Strate- 
meyer was “famous for his ability 
to cotton up” to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, and that Gen. Tim- 
berlake “even in the American 
Army is famous as a model igno- 
ramus” who “startled West Point 
with his stupidity.” Gen. Partridge 
is well known not so much for 
his military qualities but for his 
“love of comfort which does not 
desert him even at battle sta- 
tions,” the Gazette added. 


Izvestia Says MacArthur, Mat- 
thews Blurted Real Aims. 
MOSCOW, Sept. 7 (UP)—The 
government newspaper Izvestia 
said today that Secretary of Navy 

Francis P. Matthews and Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur had “blurted 
out” the United States’s real in- 
tentions to\wage aggressive war 
and to seize Formosa. 

It was the first Russian com- 
ment, official or otherwise, on 
Matthews’s recent controversial 
speech in Boston and on Gen. 
MacArthur's message to the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars in Chicago 
which later was withdraWn on or- 
ders from President Truman. 

Izvestia, in a six-column article

ALLIED AIRMEN 
SMASH SO TANKS 
IN 30 HOURS 


Light Bombers, Fighters 
Wreck Motor Convoy 
— 600 Tons of Bombs 
Dropped on North. 


By CHARLES MOORE 

TOKYO, Sept. 7 (UP)—Allied 
light bombers and fighters at- 
tacked an enemy ,motor convoy 
and massed Red tanks before 
dawn today, raising their 30-hour 
total of tanks destroyed or dam- 
aged to at least 50. 

Meantime, new fiights of planes 
roared toward Korea to push one 
of the biggest air attacks of the 
war. 

The Far East Air Force Bomb- 
er Command also sent its planes 
into North Korea to drop more 
than 600 tons of bombs. Targets 
included an iron plant, rail vards 
and bridges. Seventy per cent of 
the bombs were dropped by radar. 

The weather was good, indicat- 
ing the Allied air arm might be 
able to pile up a series of sorties 
approaching the record 625 com- 
piled in the 24 hours ending at 
midnight last night. 

Concentrated on Troops. 

Once again the planes concen- 
trated their blows against on- 
rushing Communist troops and 
tanks on the northern end of the 
Allied beachhead. Full reports 
from pilots on destruction of 
tanks and trucks were delayed 
because of poor communications. 

However, it was learned an en- 
emy convoy of 100 vehicles was 
caught by B-26 light bombers 
north of Andong. 

Maj. Gen. Earle E. Partridge, 
Fifth Air Force commander, said 
two B-26s flew to either side of it 
and dropped flares. Then the rest 
of the flight poured bullets, 
bombs and rockets into the con- 
voy with “good results,” Gen. 
Partridge said. Eventually the 
convoy was stalled and several 
other light bomber flights repeat- 
ed the new attack technique. 

Seoul Bridge Attacked. 

Other B-26s hit the Seoul 

ntoon bridge, railroad cars at 


Chonan and harrassed enemy lines 
of cOmunication and transporta- 
tion. * 

At the same time B-29 Super- 
fortresses continued their cam- 
paign to isolate Communist troops 
in the South from their sources 
of supply in the North.by carry- 
ing out bombing raids north of 
the thirty-eighth parallel. 

The Superforts damaged four 
highway and three rail bridges in 
the area and unloaded more than 
150 tons of bombs on the Pyong- 
yang railroad yards in the day’s 
major B-29 assault. 


BIG G.0.P. VOTE IN SENATE 
FORECAST FOR RED CURBS 


Supporters of Substitute Measure Admit 
They Have Uphill Fight—This Proposal 
Allows Internment. 


Today in Congress 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP)— 
Senate Republican leader Wherry 
of Nebraska predicted today that 
most G.O.P. Senators would vote 
for the stringent curbs on Com- 
munists proposed by Senator Mc- 
Carran (Dem.), Nevada. 

Simultaneously, backers of a 
substitute for McCarran’s catch- 
all anti-subversive bill conceded 
privately they are fighting an up- 
hill battle. 

However, at his press confer- 
ence this morning, President Tru- 
man said he would not sign the 
McCarran bill if Congress sends 
it to him. 


The substitute, sponsored by 
Senator Kilgore (Dem.), West Vir- 
ginia, and five other Democrats, 
would give the Attorney General 
power to put persons who were 
members of the Communist party 
any time after Dec. 31, 1948, in 
concentration camps during war 
or declared national emergencies. 

The bill provides that persons 
arrested for internment must be 
given a preliminary hearing with- 
in 48 hours, or as soon thereafter 
as possible. 

Detention Review Board. 

It further provides for a board 
of detention review, consisting of 
nine persons to be named by the 
President with the consent of the 
Senate. The board would be 
authorized to review detention 
orders, determine whether there 
was “reasonable ground,” modify 
or revoke orders, and hear claims 
for indemnification. 


Supporting Kilgore in the latest 
move to sidetrack the McCarran 
bill are Senators Douglas of Iili- 
nois, Lehman of New York, Gra- 
ham of North Carolina, Humphrey 
of Minnesota and Kefauver of 
Tennessee. 

Wherry made his prediction to- 
day as the Senate entered its 
third day of debate on the bill. 
Indications are that the Senate 
will vote late tomorrow or Mon- 
day on the measure which Mc- 
Carran, chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, has. pieced together 
from five Senate and House bills. 


Provisions of Bill. 

Its provisions include registra- 
tion of Communist political and 
front organizations; new  safe- 
guards against sabotage and espi- 
onage; new legal steps to bar and 
deport undesirable aliens. 


President Truman objects to 
many of the provisions on the 
ground they would imperil the 
rights of loyal citizens. He asked 
Congress only for new legal weap- 
ons to deal with saboteurs and 
spies. The House has already 
gone beyond that, approving a 
Communist-registration bill. © 

Senator Mundt (Rep.), South 
Dakota, and other backers of the 
McCarran bill held the floor most 
of yesterday. 

Mundt attacked the Kilgore 
substitute as “that apologetic ap- 


asement apparatus.” He also 
ad some harsh words to say 
about Senator Lehman who has 
attacked the McCarran measure 
as “thought policing.” Mundt 
called that an irresponsible state- 
ment. 


Mundt said the McCarran-pro- 
posed Communist control plan 
“does not deny speech to any- 
‘body” and that if anyone could 
prove it did, he would “offer to 
eat every bill in the Senate.” 


Penalties on Spying. 
He said it contained some 
tough penalties for peacetime 


spying. 

“We are eee to deny these 
palsy-walsy Communists the right 
to engage in espionage in peace- 
time,” Mundt continued. 

The McCarran bill also got 
strong backing from Senator 
O’Conor ‘Dem.), Maryland, who 
said it would “cripple the Krem- 
lin army in America” and “stake 
at the very core of the Commu- 
nist movement. 

But Kilgore, in a statement ac- 
companying his substitute, de- 
scribed McCarran’s measure as a 
“hodge- e misfit designed to 
catch headlines and not spies. 

He added: “The issue before 
the Senate is clear cut: to provide 
adequately for the internal secur- 
ity of this nation or to treat this 
So issue as a political side- 
sh ° ” 


Statehood Bills. 

The Senate Democratic leader- 
ship agreed today to take up the 
Alaska and Hawaiia statehood 
bills before Congress recesses for 
the year. 

The measures were earmarked 
for debate within the next two 
weeks, but Scott Lucas, of Illinois, 
chairman of the Democratic policy 
committee, said he could give no 
assurance the Senate would be 
held in session until it voted on 
the statehood bills. Lucas said he 
hoped the Senate would clean up 
its business by Sept. 16 and be 
ready for a vacation early the 
following week. 

Uucas declined to say whether 
the Senate would postpone its re- 
cess date if necessary to crack a 
possible filibuster against admit- 
ting Hawaii and Alaska to the 
Union. However, he said, “we're 
going to get a start on the bills, 
we'll give them a push.” 

The bills already have passed 
the House and have the strong 
support—expressed anew yester- 
day—of the President. 

The Alaskan and Hawaiian dele- 


gates to Congress reported after 
a call on President Truman yes- 
terday that he told them he would 
“use every influence” to get a 
Senate vote on statehood before 
adjournment.

Protest on Downing of Rus- 
sian Plane Appears to 
Increase Resentment. 


By EDDY GILMORE 

MOSCOW, Sept. 7 (AP)—Pub- 
lication by Moscow’s press of the 
Soviet protest to the United States 
on the downing of a Russian plane 
in Far East waters appeared today 
to have increased the rising re- 
sentment in this capital against 
the Americans. 

This anti-American feeling has 
been growing with each publica- 
tion of details by the press on the 
bombings of North Korean ob- 
jectives by United States planes. 
The public here reads that civil- 
ilans are being shot down by the 
flyers and that peoples’ homes 
are being wrecked. 

Coming on top of a mass of 
such reports, the new plane inci- 
dent is causing much talk among 
Moscow’s public, and it centers 
about condemnation of the Amer- 
icans. 

The people here do not be- 
lieve that the action in Korea is 
a United Nations campaign. They 
see it as action by the United 
States along with any others it 
can get to participate. 

The press published the Soviet 
protest note on their second pages 
under black headlines reading: 
“Protest of Soviet Government 
to United States Government.” 
There were no front page edi- 
torials on the issue. 


FBI SAID TO PLAN ARRESTS 
OF 12,000 IF RUSSIA FIGHTS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP)— 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Director J. Edgar Hoover was 
reported to have told Senators 
today his agents are ready to ar- 
rest 12,000 dangerous Com- 
munists of war should break out 
with Russia. 

A member of the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee, asking 
not to be named, quoted Hoover 
as telling the group in a closed 
session that he needs more funds 
for additional agents to keep a 
close check on these persons. 

Senators said the 12,000 have 
been listed by the FBI as the 
most potentially “dangerous”— 
from a national security stand- 
point—of more than 50,000 known 
Communists on which the FBI 
has been keeping tabs.

There were indfcations that the 
police had hoped to grab 300 sus- 
pected spies and saboteurs but 
found many were absent from

All of the suspects will be ex- 
peled within 48 hours, an Interior 
Ministry source said, specifying 
the drive was aimed at crippling 
fifth column activities by foreign 
Communists in France. 

Police sources said that a Polish 


princess was among those being 
questioned, and that among those 
police had failed to nab were a 
Yugoslav doctor and a Spanish 
Communist general named Lister. 


In Southwestern France, where 
30 Spanish Communists were 
taken, police said they had been 
offered the choice of being sent to 
Corsica “or to an eastern country 
to which they seemed attached” 
(presumably Russia). 

“One remarked that most of 
them refused the second choice,” 
gaid a police communique. 

One-hundred persons were tak- 
en in Paris, including Czechs, 
Poles, Rumanians, Bulgarians, and 
Yugoslavs, another 50-odd in the 
northern France coal _ regions;

The flag and shield of the world 
organization were being used to 
cover up the destruction of peace- 
ful villages and towns in Korea, 
just as it was now being used to 
conceal the truth of the attack on 
the Russian plane, Malik said.

Korea, Sept. 7 (UP)—Three alert | 
and quick-thinking American of-. 
ficers won praise today for sav- 
ing a 22-truck convoy of Negro 
troops from possible slaughter at 
the hands of the North Koreans. 

The convoy of the Negro en- 
gineer company was en route to 
Pusan yesterday when it was am- 
bushed by the enemy three miles 
southeast of Yongchon. The 
troops were completely surprised 
and jumped into a ditch along 
the road. They couldn’t raise 
their heads without drawing mur- 
derous fire from the Communists 
on the hillside. 

Capt. Bernard Kuszewsky of 
Worthington, Minn., witnessed 
the action from the top of a hill 
on the other side of the road and 
saw eight of the Americans make | 
a dash across a rice paddy to a 
shallow creek bed. 

Capt. Kuszewsky, who is at- 
tached to the South Korean army, 
was horrified to see his men mis- 
take the American troops for the 
enemy and open fire. 

The captain took what he con- 
sidered the only action that would 
save the Americans. He drove his 
jeep down the hillside at break- 
neck speed and along the creek 
bed; hoping the American white 
star on the side of the vehicle 
would stop the fire of the South 
Koreans.

Why Did the President Burn? 


Why did McDonough’s cour- 
teous letter make the Chief Ex- 
ecutive sizzle?

1. As an old National Guard 
artillery man, Truman resents 
what he considers the “glorifi- 
cation” of the Marines over 
other branches of the service. 
Thus his letter was not meant 
so much as an attack on the 

' Marines as it was a spirited de- 
fense of the other, less-sung

3. He was irked at the fail- 
ure of unification to work out 
in spirit. Like others, he has 
noted the extreme competitive- 
ness for “credit” among the 
branches.

He outlines the 
over-all objective, in concert with 
the State Department, and lets 
the professional military men do 
the rest. Conversely, he doesn’t 
want to be told whom to put on 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, especial- 
ly not by a Republican. Thus far 
he has taken a lot of needling 
from the Republicans on his con- 
duct of the whole Far Eastern 
situation. 

A Streak of Missouri Mule. 


All these factors, plus a streak 
of Missouri mule in him, may 
help to explain the letter. 

But the letter was also ill- 
timed. Truman the politician 
could never have dictated it, 
knowing that the Republicans 
would be sure to rush to their 
campaign. megaphones. Truman 
the President could scarcely have 
written it since it was not in ac- 
cord with the dignity and prestige 
of that high office.

‘Siesta Psychology in Rubber 
Stockpiling Program Assailed 


Senate Group Also Criticizes ‘Business-as- ; 
Usual’ Attitude Toward War II Surplus 


Equipment.

HE Senate Preparedness subcommittee assailed defense officials. 
today for a “business as usual” attitude towards surplus World ~ 
War II equipment and the stockpiling of vital rubber supplies. 


In its first report since Its formation, the committee, headed by 
Senator Lyndon B. Johnson (Dem.), Texas, raked both the Defense 
Department and the Munitions Board over the coals with phrases 
such as “siesta psychology” and “complacency on the Potomac.” 


“During the darkest days of the 
Korean crisis,” the unanimous re- 
port said, “evidence was found of 
a ‘business as usual’ attitude in 
some quarters charged with re- 
sponsibility in the preparedness 
program.” a Rie | 

“If we find in the other fields 
into which we move the same 
siesta psychology that we found 
in surplus disposal and rubber, 
our work is certainly cut out for 
us,” Senator Johnson said. 


Similar to Truman Group. 


The subcommittee was set up to 
operate much in the: manner of 
the former Truman Investigating 
Committee which rode herd on 
defense spending during the last 
World war. 

The subcommittee proposed a 
shakeup of the munitions board 
and called for “more imaginative 
and far-sighted men” to direct the 
stockpiling, of critical defense 
items. 

The group said proper handling 
of the nation’s rubber resources 
by the board might head off a 
need for nation-wide speed limits 
and truck loading controls like 
those invoked in World War II. 

The subcommittee declared the 
Defense Department lacks “any 
real central attack and‘ policy” in 
handling the disposal of materiel 
once declared surplus but possibly 
useful now in light of the Korean 
war. The Senators also said they 
found armed forces holding bar- 
gain sales of needed materials 
while buying the same things on 
the open market at non-bargain 
prices. 

Rubber Plant Sale Blocked. 

The report continued: 


“The government agencies re-- 


sponsible for our rubber supply 
and stockpile have been slow to 
adjust their thinking and actions 
to the realities of the post-Korean 
world. ... 

“It will be too late, if hostili- 
ties begin spreading in the far 
East, to augment our stocks—but 


not materially disturb complacen- 
cy on the Potomac as to rubber.” 

The group said it recently 
blocked the sale to private indus- 
try of a synthetic rubber plant in 


for production under Government 
ownership, it added. 

The subcommittee said at least 
five defense plants have been sold 
or put on sale since the Korean 
crisis began. ' 

One alcohol plant at Kansas 
City, Mo., the report said, now is 
being sold without provision for 
prompt return to the Government 
for defense use if needed. 


Got “Polite Brush-Off.” 


The report also: | 

1. Charged that defense offi- 
cials gave the committee a 
“polite brush-off” when the 
Senators asked for facts on the 
sale of surplus property at Rob- 
ins Air Force Base in. Georgia. 
Later, it said, these sales were 
suspended but the committee 
intends to make a further in- 
vestigation. 

2. Claimed credit for a White 
House order to step up produc- 
tion of synthetic rubber by 
80,000 tons a year and a volun- 
tary agreement by styrene pro- 
ducers to increase feedstocks to 
synthetic rubber plants. 

3. Expressed “serious cone 
cern” over a recent munitions 
board decision reducing rubber 
stockpiling objectives and said 
the objectives were “inade- 
quate” even before the reduc- 
tion. 

4. Called for a “complete 
prohibition” of any futures sales 
of rubber producing facilities 
by the Government. 


Synthetic Rubber Plants Ordered 
Back in Operation. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP)— 
The Government acted late yes- 
terday to increase synthetic rub- 
ber production by another 80,000 
tons to an over-all rate of 755,000 
tons a year. 

The Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation announced it will re- 
activate single units in each of 
its plants at Louisville, Ky., and 
Kobuta, Pa., to accomplish the ex- 
pansion. These are _ alcohol- 
butadiene plants, owned by the 
Government.

A Reply From the Trainmen 
To the tor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial 
Threat” deals very flippantly with a 
grave human problem. To you, govern- 
ment seizure of the railroads and the 
controversy which precipitated it are 
only “politics.” Food for workingmen’s 
families and just working conditions are 
of no concern to the writer of this edi- 
torial. 

Your unreasoning editorial makes no 
reference to the justice of the demands 
of the railroad workers represented by 
me. Those whom we represent still 
work 48 and 56 hours per week, with no 
overtime penalty pay and no extra pay 
for Sunday, holiday or night work. 
They receive no remuneration for away. 
from-home expenses. By proposing to 
destroy existing working rules, the 
board would increase the length of lay- 
overs and hence increase the away-from- 
home expenses. Yet the board would 
deny any compensation for away-from- 
home expenses. B2nefits that have long 
since become standard in other indus- 
tries are withheld from these railroad 
workers. 

One million railroad workers have al.- 
ready received 48 hours’ pay for 40 
hours’ work. The President’s Emergency 
Board in our case recommended against 

iving the men we represent the same 
nefits, although oniy 85,000 are in- 
volved. The board’s recommendation, 
if accepted, would mean a reduction in 
pay of several hundred dollars a year 
for many of the men we represent. 

Despite the fact that less than 15 per 
cent of the workers engaged in yard 
service have overtime work, the Presi- 
dent’s Emergency Board declared that 
the deficiency in their pay could be 
made up by overtime work. This is a 
good indication of how completely obliv- 
ious to reality was the President’s 
Emergency Board. Furthermore, the 
board recommended that no benefits 
whatsoever be given to men employed 
in road service. It even recommended 
thaj desirable working rules which have 
been in existence for 50 years be abol- 
ished. It is stupid for you or anyone 
else to think that anybody could impose 
such injustices on a great body of 
American citizens. 

We have patiently negotiated for al- 
most a year and one-half against these 
injustices. We learn, however, that pa- 
tience has no virtue in some quarters. 

Those who had the power to settle 
this dispute amicably and on the basis 
of justice and reason, namely, railroad 
managements, obviously thought they 
could take advantage of these trouble- 
some times when this country’s armed 
forces are engaged in Korea, helping to 
carry out the United Nations’ deter- 
mination to keep the peace. Apparently 
you are not concerned about those who 
would take such an unpatriotic advan- 
tage of our country. 

In the interest of fairness, I ask that 
you publish this letter in order that 
your readers may receive at least some 
views other than that of the railroad 
managements, which have been so fully 
and unfairly presented by the American 
press.

Let the U.N. Judge 


Soviet Russia’s veto of the American resolu- 
tion on Korea is not so important, in terms of 
moral effect, as the 9-to-1 vote in favor of the 
resolution. 

Thanks to the absence of the Soviet delegate 
in June, when the Security Council originally 
authorized armed defense against the North 
Koreans’ aggression, the veto will have no prac- 
tical ‘consequences. Technically, the Soviet 
Union has prevented the council from condemn- 
ing North Korea for continued defiance of the 
U.N., but in doing so has only emphasized its 
own complicity in that defiance. 

Regardless of the veto, the 9-to-1 vote shows 
all the world that the U.N. does condemn defi- 
ance of its directives, and does support action 
to enforce compliance. The United States can- 
not rest its case on any stronger base than 
this judgment of the U.N. 

There is no special reason to believe the 
Soviet Union’s version of the incident in which 
a Soviet bomber was shot down in Korean 
waters, but the United Nations is the proper 
agency to assess it. Our State Department acted 
wisely when it promptly submitted our own 
Government’s version to the Security Council, 
and when it insisted that the Moscow explana- 
tion be delivered to the same address. 

If the Security Council can resolve ‘the con- 
flicts between the two accounts, and can come 
to a conclusion as to what actually happened, 
its judgment should be fully accepted. This 
was the course which Ambassador Warren 
Austin took in dealing with the complaint of 
bombings on Chinese territory, and its effective- 
ness is apparent. 

Every time we submit our case unreservedly 
to the United Nations, we undermine the Soviet 
propaganda which tries to paint our policy as a 
purely national and self-interested expression 
of “Wall Street imperialism.” And every time 
Delegate Jacob A. Malik twists and turns to 
prevent U.N. discussion or action, he makes it 
clearer that his own country has embarked on 
the power drive of which he falsely accuses the 
United States. 

The very intensity with which Malik seeks 
to obstruct U.N. procedure suggests that Moscow 
may take the U.N. more seriously than those 
who impatiently write it off. Why this strenuous 
effort to distort the U.N. view of events in the 
Far East, if the Kremlin does not fear the 
moral judgment which the U.N. may render? 

None of Malik’s obstructive tactics have been 
able to obscure the fundamental fact that the 
Soviet Union 1s unwilling to submit its conduct 
in the Far East to U.N. judgment, whereas the 
United States has invited that scrutiny at every 
step. Let’s keep it that way.

In Justice to Gen. Bradley 

A bill to raise Gen. Omar Bradley from four- 
star to five-star rank has been introduced by 
Senator Gurney of South Dakota, a respected Re- 
publican member of the Senate Armed Services 
committee. 

This is a military subject on which every 
citizen has a right to be his own military ex- 
pert. Gen. Bradley is chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff which includes all the serv- 
ices. It is the top milifary post under the Sec- 
retary of Defense and the Commander-in-Chief, 
the President. 

Yet Gen. Bradley is outranked by Gen. Mac- 
Arthur. Were Gen. Bradley to go to Tokyo to 
give instructions from the President to Gen. 
MacArthur it would be a four-star general in- 
structing a five-star. Anyone can interpret that 
situation. Senator Gurney’s bill is in order. It 
should pass as soon as possible. 
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Children Forgotten 

One of the very finest achievements of the 
United Nations has been the Children’s Emer- 
gency Fund. With more eagerness than adver- 
tising, this agency has been going to the aid of 
children wherever it has found them in need— 
in Italy, Greece, Yugoslavia, the Middle East, 
China and wherever else hunger and disease 
have attacked those least responsible for the 
world’s ills. It has sent doctors and nurses, 
and food and medicine. 

Here is«wwork which needs no argument for 
its justification. Yet this work may be stopped 
because of the Congress of the United States. 
The House and the Senate have stricken the 
$12,500,000 American contribution to the Chil- 
dren’s Fund from the omnibus appropriation 
bill for economy’s sake—just when the Fund 
was under extra pressure to care for the chil- 
dren in the refugee camps of Korea. 

Other governments, it must be admitted, have 
also been callous toward this Fund. They have, 
of course, praised the work ‘to the skies, but 
they have not been too ready with money to 
support it. Because of this, the Fund never 
collected the $25,000,000 previously authorized 
by Congress with the provision that matching 
funds be@ obtained elsewhere. Even when the 
Fund tried a direct, personal appeal for money, 
our readers will remember that it did none too 
well among the richer nations; the poor ones 
were hearteningly ready to give of their little. 

To moralize about this would be to belabor 
the obvious. What sense does all the spending 
of all the governments make if there is no con- 
cern for the innocents, the heirs of the world we 
are trying to straighten out? Surely, Congress 
will not withhold its small gift. Surely, House 
and Senate will reconsider. — 
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Better News from Congress 

There are two particularly good turns in the 
news from Congress. 

First, the prospect for action in the Senate 
on the bills for statehood for Alaska and Hawaii 
has substantially improved. President Truman 
has again called for passage of the bills, which 
were approved in the House months ago and 
several weeks back were indorsed by the Senate 
Committee on Interior Affairs. He has promised 
Delegates Bartlett and Farrington, from Alaska 
and Hawaii respectively. to “use every possible 
influence.” Ard Majority Leader Lucas says the 
Senate may take up the bills next week. 
week. 

The caSe for giving these territories the status 
of members of the Union has been made so 
many times that it seems a waste of words to 
make it again. The necessary legislation should 
be on Mr. Truman’s desk when Congress goes 
home for the fall campaign. 

Second, a substitute has been introduced in 
the hope of sidetracking Senator McCarran’s 
reckless, unnecessarily detailed and severe bill 
to control subversive activities. 

The catch-all dreamed up by the pride of 
Nevada is opposed by Attorney General Mc- 
Grath as unduly complicated and onerous on the 
FBI. It is also opposed by many of the ablest 
members of the Senate. This latter fact is dem- 
onstrated by the sponsorship of the substitute: 
Kilgore of West Virginia, Douglas of lilinois, 
Lehman of New York, Graham of North Caro- 


lina, Humphrey of Minnesota and Kefauver of 
Tennessee. 

The stampede days, to use Marquis Childs’ 
description, are coming on in Congress. The 
Democratic leadership will be tested by its 
ability to hold the line against bad legislation, 
on the one hand, and to marshall votés for 
good legislation, on the other. Specifically, it 
will be tested in part by what happens to the 
Alaska-Hawaii and subversive control bills. 
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Mr. Truman Salutes the Marines 


President Truman has made gracious amends 
to the Marine Corps. 

First, he invited Gen. Clifton B. Gates, Com- 
mandant of the Marines, to the White House, 
and delivered personally a letter of apology. 
This letter said frankly: “I sincerely regret the 
unfortunate choice of language which I used in 
my letter of Aug. 29 to Congressman McDonough 
concerning the Marine Corps.” 

Then the President sent a letter to the head 
of the Marine Corps League for reading at its 
annual meeting now in session in Washington. 
The second letter, like the first, had the effect 
of retracting the statement that the Marine 
Corps has “a propaganda machine that is almost 
equal to Stalin’s.” It also much refined the 
presidential description that the Marines were 
the “Navy’s police force.” 

Finally, Mr. Truman made a personal appear- 
ance at the Marine Corps League, said he hoped 
there would be no more misunderstanding—and 
took a standing ovation. 

There are two chief results. One is that the 
Marine Corps receives a salvo of White House 
tributes for its achievements. For Mr. Truman 
went back to the founding of the corps in 1775 


and came down to the present, with Marine . 


ground and air forces heroically in action in 
Korea. He put this decoration on every leather- 
neck’s uniform: “The corps’ ability to carry out 
whatever task may be assigned it has been 
splendidly demonstrated many times in our 
history.” 

Second, the country has seen Mr. Truman in 
a contrite mood and willing to take back scme 
of his own words. He has now withdrawn re- 
marks of his own just as he required Gen. 
MacArthur to re¢all the unauthorized state- 
ment about Formosa. 

Without in the least defending the unneces- 
sary blunder, it is worth noting that the record 
shows a mistake made and a mistake corrected. 
The right to err and the right to straighten 
things out is in part the issue in Korea. But 
let’s keep the miscues at a minimum and let’s 
have Artilleryman Truman, hard pressed though 
he is by a terrific burden, set an example for 
the country. 

Now all services—Marines, Navy, Army and 
Air Force—will please get on with the war 
in Korea. And with unification of our defense 
forces! 
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Take-Off Time 


About a year ago when the Cardinals had 
unaccountably slipped into sécond place in the 
National League, we observed that being second 
was no disgrace, it was merely something less 
than being first—the good fight rather than the 
victory, the anticlimax rather than the climax.

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Danger: X-ray Shoe-Fitter 

Testimony that X-ray shoe-fitting machines, 
used in many stores, are dangerous unless they 
are strictly supervised, has reached impressive 
proportions. It so impresses the Committee of 
Public Health of the New York Academy of 
Medicine that the committee has asked the 
Board of Health in New York to prohibit them 
altogether. 

A report by two Harvard doctors last Septem- 
ber said uncontrolled radiation from these ma- 
chines could interfere with the normal develop- 
ment of a child’s feet, cause permanent dam- 
age to the skin by acute radiation burns, or after 
long exposure, as in the case of a salesman op- 
erating the machine, damage the tissues which 
make blood. 

These were the findings of Dr. L. H. Hempel- 
mann of St. Louis, special assistant to the di- 
rector of the Atomic Energy Commission’s divi- 
sion of biology and medicine and a iesearch 
assistant at Harvard, and Charles R. Williams, 
assistant professor of industrial hygiene at Har- 
vard. ° . 

Further medical testimony against the X-ray 
shoe-fitting machine was given last February at 
Berkeley, Calif. after an investigation by Dr. 
Leon Lewis, associate professor of public health 
at the University of California, and Paul E. Cap- 
lan of the California Department of Public 
Health. They concluded that there was “a very 
good case” for removal of the machines. 

Would it not be a good idea for store execu- 
tives to give medical criticism of the X-ray fit- 
ting machine a more thorough hearing than 
they have done up to now? Some already have 


decided to be on the safe side. 
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Best Way to Count Ballots 

Voting machines do not guarantee honest elec- 
tions, but they make it difficult to tamper with 
election returns. Members of the Kansas City 
Election Board understand this. They urge the 
St. Louis board to join forces in asking the 
Missouri Legislature to permit use of voting 
machines in the two big cities. 

Kansas City has had repeated vote frauds in 
the past. One feature of these was dishonest 
counting of ballots. Voting machines tally re- 
turns automatically, and more than that, they 
add the returns speedily. It takes time for 
crooked officials to manipulate a count. 

East St. Louis has already shown what the 
machines can do. Last year, 12 East St. Louis 
precincts using voting machines prepared re- 
turns in two hours. Other precincts needed six 
additional hours. The East St. Louis Journal 
called the demonstration “an unqualified suc- 
cess.” ‘ 

Voting machines for every precinct in St. 
Louis evidently would cost more than $1,000,000.

ucts to a mass audience—and she was giv- 
en her money and her contract canceled. 


In the process her career was damaged 
if not blasted without hearing, without 
proof, without even any charge. 


Aside from her own indignant denials, 
this newspaper knows nothing of Miss 
Muir’s opinions. But it now appears that 
a private committee, emboldened by this 
easy success, has appginted itself to hound 
out of the radio field all whom it con- 
siders “pro-Communists.” One member, 
a publisher of “Red Channels,” is even 
quoted as announcing that none whom he 
suspects will be obsolved until they have 
come to him with positive proof of their 
innocence. 


This whole procedure, by a group of in- 
dividuals who have discovered the ease 
with which they can play on the sensi- 
tivity of radio advertisers, is so gross a 
violation of every decent democratic stand- 
ard of freedom of speech and individual 
right as seriously to undermine sound ef- 
forts to bring proper and reasonable re- 
straints on Communist conspiracy. 

Its inevitable result must be to bring 
only confusion to every true supporter of 
the democratic system and a maximum of 
aid and support to what has always been 
the one most effective argument in the 
Communist armory.

Novelist as Critic 
COLLECTED IMPRESSIONS, by Elizabeth Bowen. (AI- 
fred A. Knopf, 269 pgs., ) 

It is an old English custom to make a 
book review the excuse for an essay. The 
book ostensibly under discussion in such a 
case supplies not so much the subject mat- 
ter of the essay, but rather a point of de- 
parture. Macaulay »ffers perhaps the best 
example. Who remembers now What book 
he set out to review when he wrote his 
essay on Frederick the Great? 

This is not said in criticism of the 
method. Rather the contrary. Many of 
Macaulay’s essays obviously found a more 
permanent place in English literature than 
the books they were intended to bring to 
the attention of contemporary readers. 
The purely functional review has served fits 
purpose when it has taken the reader as 
far as the bookstore. The essay, if it is 
good enough, lives on. 

Miss Bowen's collection offers: samples 
of both types. There are a nymber of 
pieces almost as dead 
as the books they 
noticed. Fortunately, 
these are in the mi- 
nority. The rest, the 
three pieces on Vir- 
ginia Woolf, for ex- 
ample, are more than 
book reviews. Wheth- 
er or not one agrees 
with every detail of 
interpretation, here is 
a penetrating and il- 
luminating study ofa 
personality. Perhaps 
Miss on sees Vir- 
ginia Woolf as just 

Elizabeth Bowen a little more ethereal 
than she was. But here is a grasp of what 
Virginia Woolf accomplished in each suc- 
ceeding book, no two of which can be said 
to be alike even in method. Of her, E. M. 
Forster said that: “She liked writing with 
an intensity which few writers have at- 
tained, or even desired.” Miss Bowen 
makes clear the full meaning of this rather 
cryptic sentence. But there is more than 
enough of the good journalist in Miss 
Bowen to keep her from forgetting to offer 
her reader a practical guide to the author 
under discussion. Thus, she suggests that 
while “To the Lighthouse” is the most 
humanly perfect of the Woolf.novels, “The 
Waves” remains the key to them all; and 
for a touch of explicit finality, there is 
“Between the Acts.” P 

The greater part of this collection, as 
indicated, is given over to discussions of 
writers ranging from Ben Jonson through 
Conrad, Barrie, D. H. Lawrence, Gorki and 
Huxley to the strictly contemporary. It is 
true that “each of them carries the colour 
of its year, each reflects, involuntarily, 
what was in that year a contemporary 
mood of thought or place or feeling.” As 
much can be said of the half-dozen prefaces 
included in the book, and the essays on 
Salzburg, London, Dover and Folkstone. 
The latter pieces are particularly effective 
descriptive interpretation. 

Those who know Miss Bowen's stories 
and novels, especially “The Death of the 
Heart,” will want this collection to round 
out a shelf. To others, it should serve as 
an introduétion to her more significant 
work. For here is one of the very few 
contemporary writers of the very first 
rank. ERNEST KIRSCHTEN.

Besides fight- 
ing most of America’s enemies, 
the marines have engaged in com- 
bat repeatedly nearer home to 
preserve the integrity of their

Old Hickory Slapped Down. 


The Marine Corps had been 
in existence 54 years. The Ma- 
rines took their story to Congress 
afid Old Hickory was slapped 
down. Then the Marines went 
back to fighting Indians in the 
Creek and Seminole war. 

Another President who tried to 
incorporate the marines with the 
Army was Theodore Roosevelt. 
In the suppressed Marine Corps 
history this section is headed, 
“The Big Stick Strikes Out.” T. R. 
ordered marine combat units off 
13 naval vessels. Again Congress 
came to the rescue inserting in 
the appropriations act of 1910 
the following: 

‘Provided that no part of the 
appropriations herein made for 
the Marine Corps shall be ex- 
pended for the purposes for which 
said appropriations are made un- 
less officers and enlisted men 
shall serve as heretofore on board 
all battleships and armored cruis- 
ers and also upon such other ves- 
‘sels of the Navy as the President 
may direct, in detachments of not 
less than eight per centum of 
the strength of the enlisted men 
of the Navy on said vessels.” 


Hannibal and His Elephants. 


President Truman prides him- 
self on his knowledge of history, 
and especially military history. 
Recently, in response to an in- 
quiry from a newspaper corre- 
spondent, he took time to write 
in his own hand a series of memo- 
randa on famous battles of the 
past, going back to Hannibal and 
the trouble that famous Roman 
soldier had with the elephants 
carrying his supplies across the 
Alps. 

But if he had known a little 
more about the history of the 
Marine Corps, the President 
would have known that a marine 
can be just about twice as stub- 
born and unforgetting as any ele- 
phant that ever lived.

Now we have an 
unfair advantage, in that we 
know that the batter after Kiner 
hit a game-winning double.” s

An Intentional Pass | 
With the Bases Loaded. 


YER’S strategy, after it 

back-fired, sent the boys 

scurrying to the archive de- 
partment, searching for similar 
situations, other instances of un- 
usual, unorthodox strategy. We 
remembered an unusual! defens- 
ive move made by the late 
Jimmy Wilson, while manager 
of the Phillies, in a game with 
the Cardinals. 

We can’t remember all the de- 
tails, such,as the exact score or 
the pitchers involved, but we do 

remember the salient facts. 

The game was played at old 
Baker Bowl in Philadelphia and 
it was one of those free-scoring 
affairs frequently played there. 
If a pitcher happened to be a 
bit off form, base hits rattled 
against the tin of the right 
field wall in that old ball park. 
Even the right-handed hitters 
used to shift and try to hit to 
right, so inviting was the wall. 

It was the ninth inning, the 
Phillies’ lead was being whittled 
down, until with the bases filled 
and Joe Medwick at bat the 
score was approximately 12 to 
8 in the Phils’ favor. with two 
men out. Wilson left the dug- 
out, spoke briefly to his pitcher 
and then four quick’ wide 
pitches were thrown past Med- 
wick. The pass forced a run 
over the plate. cutting the 
Phillie lead to three runs. 

There was a flurry of chatter 
in the press box at this most 
unusual strategy, an intentional 
base on balls, forcing in a run. 
But the strategy turned out all 
right. The next batter popped 
out or was disposed of without 
incident and the Phillies won 
by three runs. 

“I don’t know of any way to 
pitch to Medwick,” Jimmy Wil- 
son ,explained after the game.

The Times says Rabbi Benjamin 
Schultz, of the Joint Committee, 
said Mrs. McCullough’s statement 
that she was not a committee 
member was “news to me.” 

Mrs. McCullough, a Greenwich 
(Conn.) housewife, was the de- 
fendant in a libel suit broyght by 
Dancer Paul Draper and Har- 
monica musician Larry Adler. The 
trial ended in a hung jury early 
this year. 

They sued her after she made 
public statements charging the 
performers with Communist sym- 
pathies and connections. 

The Times says Mrs. McCul- 
lough made clear that she was 
not changing her attitude on Op- 
position to Communism -and 
thought she had a right to pro- 
test against Miss Muir’s appear- 
ance. 

“But 1 was not setting myself 
in judgment on Miss Muir,” she 
is quoted as saying. “I was just 
exercising my right of protest. 

“I think that General Foods 
should have been as respectful of 
Miss Muir’s rights as they were 
of my rights in protesting.” 

Later the actress expressed ap-

neighborliness didn’t offset the in- 
ferior quality of the fresh fruits 
and vegetables to be found in the 
bins. Most of today’s shops are 
run on a less personal basis; but 
the faet remains that the stand- 
ards are constantly improving. 
The struggle to bring you better 
foods goes on ceaselessly, and 
with excellent results. As an‘ex- 
ample, word has just come through 
that consumer standards have been 
put in effect for two more vege- 
tables—Brussels sprouts and kale. 
Eight kinds of fresh vegetables 
now have consumer standards: 


Corn on the cob, potatoes, toma- 
toes, spinach Jeaves, celery and 
carrots, plus the two mentioned | 
above. 

The newly established standards 
for Brussels sprouts require that 
they be “of U.S. Grade A quality, 
must be well colored and not less 
than an inch in diameter,’”’ among 
other specifications, and that the 
kale must be “fresh, tender, clean, 
well trimmed and colored well for 
the type.” And in both cases, 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture specifies that the kale 
or sprouts at the top of the con- 
tainer be fairly representative of 
the size and quality of the entire 
quantity. No putting the best 
foot forward to snare the trusting 
shopper. 

These consumer grades are not 
compulsory; their use is entirely 
voluntary. But they have had the 
effect of making producers and 
shippers more conscious of the 
importance of keeping their prod- 
ucts up to uniform quality and of 


bringing you, through progressive 
stores, better produce.

OW for this week’s buys. At 

the meat counter you may find 

that hams have taken a slight 
drop, as is customary after a holi- 
day. Best beef buy probably will 
be baby beef, or heavy veal. 
Chickens remain an _ excellent 
value. Lamb may not be quite 
as cheap as you would like to 
have it, but the quality is so good 
that you are sure of getting your 
money’s worth; and there are in- 
dications that there may be a 
decline in pork. 

Don’t fail to take advantage of 
the wonderful grapes awaiting 
you in the fruit markets these 
days. The homegrown Concords 
are so beautiful that if there were 
space we could be lyrical about 
them. We will wager you can’t 
resist turning some of them into 
jelly or grape juice. A new 
arrival in the grape line is the 
Flame Tokay variety from Cali- 
fornia. Also plentiful and de- 
licious are the black Ribiers and 
the little seedless grapes. Michi- 
gan Concords should be coming 
in before long. California Bart- 
lett pears are in full swing—the 
mountain variety, which is a 
golden pear with a red cheek. 
And there continues to be an 
ample supply of California grape- 
fruit and oranges. 

Cantaloupes are just about at 
their peak; we still have those 
from California and in addition 
the honeyrocks — those large, 
rugged, good-eating ones raised 
out in Chesterfield. And don’t 
forget honeydews. 

One final fruit item, and it is 
a treat wortth saving for last. 
Idaho Italian prunes, which just 
appeared this week. 

We almost forgot to mention 
that blueberries are plentiful and 
reasonable; and if you haven't 
had blueberry shortcake with a 
square of cream cheese your 
summer just isn’t complete.

HE great abundance of fresh 

vegetables continues, with 

such items as tomatoes, egg- 
plant, all greens (collards, mus- 
tard tops, etc.), cabbage, includ- 
ing red cabbage and celery cab- 
bage, getting special recommenda- 
tions. 

Rutabagas from Canada and 
Minnesota are new on the mar- 
ket. Another new number, and 
one which will get a special wel- 
come from many people, is 
pickling onions from Michigan.

This is the day when every 
home maker with a little imagi- 
nation takes pride in her spice 
shelf. A subtle touch of the 
proper flavor will do wonders to- 
ward improving some dishes that 
have too bland a taste. But a 
heavy hand with these _ exotic 
items is apt to spoil the best of 
dishes. 

Most spices are dried or cured 
in the hot sun of the countries 
in which they grow. Ginger root, 
for example, is dug from_ the 
earth before it is cleaned and 
dried. Cloves are flower buds. 
Peppercorns are dried berries. 
Nutmeg is the dried seed of the 
kernel of the fruit of a very 
beautiful tropical tree. Mace, 
which is so much akin to it in 
flavor and aroma is the inner 
membrane of the lining that en- 
folds this kernel. 

The aromatic and volatile oils 
inherent in spices and herbs are 
often stronger than the natural 
flavors of the foods. When too 
much is used, the real flavor of 
the food is lost. This is another 
reason why spices and herbs 
should be used with a light hand. 

There are some recipes which 
include spices: 

Caraway Apple Tarts. 


One tablespoon caraway seed. 

One tablespoon water. 

Two cups flour pie crust recipe. 

Six cooking apples. 

One-fourth cup flour. 

One cup sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon nutmeg. 

One-fourth teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-fourth cup butter or mar- 
garine. 

Three-fourths cup light cream. 

Combine caraway seeds and wa- 
ter in small saucepan. Heat gen- 
tly, stirring constantly, until wa- 
ter is absorbed. Roll out pie crust 
and sprinkle caraway seeds on 
top of dough. Press into dough 
with finger tips or rolling pin. 
Cut and arrange dough in six tart 
pans. Peel, core and slice apples. 
Fill tart shells half full with ap- 
ples. Mix dry ingredients. Add 
butter and blend with fingers to 
make crumb mixture. Sprinkle 
apples with half the crumbs. Top 
with remaining apples and cover 
with remaining crumbs. Sprinkle 
two tablespoons cream over top 
of each tart. Cover tarts with 
empty tart pans or pieces of alum- 
inum foil. Bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees) for 20 minutes. Re- 
move covers and hake 20 minutes 
longer. Makes six tarts. Tarts 
are best served warm.

MANY TYPES OF CONTAINERS 
AVAILABLE FOR FREEZING 


A great variety of containers 
and packaging materials for froz- 
en foods are in stores this season. 
Rigid containers are suggested 
especially for soft, delicate or 
juicy foods. Two of the newest 
are the rigid rectangular alum- 
inum and the unbreakable plas- 
tic “boxes” with press-on lids. The 
glass freezer jars, which have 
been on sale for several years, 
also ‘have the advantage of rigid- 
ity,.easy sealing and re-use. 
How much headspace should be 
left in the container? This ques- 
tion. is asked frequently about 
packing vegetables for freezing. 
The specialists say that almost 
all vegetables —except broccoli, 
cauliflower.or others that pack 
loosely-—-need a half-inch open 
space between food and contain- 
er-lid to allow for expansion 
while freezing. 

Another question concerns the 
use of brine to cover vegetables 
for The specialists say 
that after vegetables have been 
preheated, chilled and drained, 
they can go into the container 
“dry.” This is easier than pack- 
ing in brine and makes the frozen 
vegetables more convenient to 
use. Most dry-packed frozen 
vegetables can be cooked without 
thawing. Brine-packed vege- 
tables are thawed and drained

Democrats Nominate as 
His Opponent Walter 
A. Lynch, Member of 
House for 12 Years.

ALBANY, N.Y., Sept. 7 (AP)— 
Republicans today nominated 
Thomas E. Dewey for a third term 
as Governor dof New York and 
Democrate tapped Representative 
Walter A. Lynch to oppose him 
in the Nov. 7 election. 

Dewey, who only last Monday 


reversed his decision to retire, 
was nominated by acclamation of 
shrieking delegates to the Re- 
publican state convention at Sara- 
toga Springs. 

Dewey’s name had been placed 
in nomination by Gov. Joe R. 
Hanley, who last Saturday relin- 
guished his hitherto unopposed 
claim on the gubernatorial candi- 
dacy in favor of Dewey. 

Minutes before Dewey was 
nominated, he personally had 
placed in nomination Hanley’s 
name for G.O.P. candidate for the 
United States Senate. Hanley, too, 
Was nominated by tumultous ac- 
clamation. 

The 74-year-old aHnley will op- 
pose the Democratic incumbent, 
72-year-old Senator Herbert H. 
Lehman, renominated today at the 
Democratic state convention in 
Rochester. 

Nomination of Lynch. 

At the Rochester convention, 
Lynch won the Democratic nom- 
ination on the first roll call, de- 
feating Federal Security Admin- 
istrator Oscar R. Ewing, whose 
name had been placed in nomina- 


tion by a die-hard Albany county | 


delegation led by Daniel P. 
O’Connell, county chairman. 
Lynch, a New Deal-Fair Deal 
Congressman serving his sixth 
term in the House, had the back- 
ing of the five county leaders of 


New York City and State Chair- | 


man Paul E. Fitzpatrick. 

Representative Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr. had _ voluntarily 
withdrawn yesterday as a pro- 
spective candidate for the nomi- 
nation. 

Lynch’s nomination came amid 
an air of pessimism in some rank- 
and-file Democratic quarters. 
Many delegates felt they should 
run a better known candidate 
than the 56-year-old Lynch against 
Dewey. 

Dewey, 48, twice the unsuccess- 
ful Republican presidential nomi- 
nee, was in firm control of the 
G.O.P. state convention. Two 
members of his “Albany team” 
were certain of renomination on 
the state ticket and a third, Han- 
ley, was given the senatorial nomi- 
nation. 

Dewey’s nomination promised

Two cement companies in the 
East are raising prices Oct. 1 by 
10 cents a barrel in bulk and 12 
cents a barrel in paper bags. Their 
present bulk price for a barrel of 
cement weighing 376 pounds net 
is $2.40 at the plant. The two- 
cent extra hike on bagged cement 
is credited to a 10 per cent price 
increase on paper bags set for 
Oct. 1. 

Meanwhile, the demand for 
most paper products is at such a 


spokesmen say. 

Heavy Demand for Cement. 
Shortages are attributed to the 
unprecedented and unexpected 
demand for cement to power the 
record building boom. Production 
has been stepped up and the in- 
dustry says it can meet fourth 
quarter demands. 

Contractors in the Philadel- 
phia area say cement supplies are 
particularly short there because 
of the large amount used to rush 
construction on the eastern ex- 
tension of the Pennsylvania Turn- 
pike. 

The Department of Commerce 
sees other reasons, too. A short- 
age of railroad cars has caused 
scarcities of building materials in 
some localities, it says. “Work 
stoppages,” especially in cement 

plants, have cut production at a 
crucial time, it adds. 

The department says that in 
general building materials will be 
scarce until cold weather slows

the building pace. If builders 
don't start buying more than they 
actually need, material suppliers 
should. be able through current 
steppéd-up production to bring 

balance with de- 
mand late this year. 

The more pressing shortages, 
the department says, are in 
cement, brick and gypsum board 
products. 

Big Lumber Output. 

Lumber production this year 
will be the highest since 1946 
and sufficient to meet the year’s 
building demands, despite some 
shortages earlier. 

Builders have used more un- 
glazed clay brick so far this year 
than produced, but this drain on 
stocks is being offset by increased 
output. 

Concrete reinforcing bars also 
were used in greater quantity 
than produced, putting a tight 
squeeze on stocks. 

The department notes also that 
the construction industry uses 
about 14 per cent of total steel 
production, but this year “auto- 
motive uses gained at the expense 
of construction.” 

One builder’s side of the ris- 
ing costs story is told in full- 
page advertisements in New York 
newspapers. The Gregory-Roth- 
Schenker Corp., which is building 
apartment houses, lashes out at 


suppliers who put a price on de- 
livery” clause into contracts.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7. 

AN enemy agents smuggle an 
C atomic bomb into the States? 

The question was raised at a 
civil defense meeting the. other 

. One speaker argued that the 
weapon could easily be equipped 
with a delayed action device and 
put in a public locker by “any- 
one with a dime.” 

“Possible but unlikely,” replies 
Dr. Ralph E. Lapp, nuclear engi- 
neer. “First of all, each A-bomb 
costs at least $1,000,000. It 
wouldn't be worthwhile to deto- 
nate it in a cellar where it could 
destroy only two city blocks at 


the most. And then the agent’ 


may get caught in the act. Any 
country taking such a risk would 
be crazy.” 

In fact, there can be no doubt 
as to what the United States 
would do if it ever found someone 
with a Soviet-manufactured A- 
bomb within its borders. 

“It would regard this as a clear 
case of aggression,” the Armed 
Forces Chemical Journal recently 
asserted, “and would retaliate at 
once.” 

Other people fear that a tramp 
steamer might explode an A- 
bomb under water. They fear it 
would produce. so much radio- 
active spray that harbor cities 
such as New York or San Fran- 
cisco would be uninhabitable for 
a long time. 

“Improbable,” Dr. Lapp com- 
mented. “The sea at Bikini was 
175 feet deep. The. water in most 
of our ports is only 30 to 40 feet 
deep. An A-bomb explosion there 
would hardly produce enough 
spray to splash more than a few 
riverside blocks. At any rate, a 
large part of the radiation would 
be absorbed under water and de- 
cay within a few moments.”

HE most effective way of us- 
ing atomic weapons is to ex- 
plode them in the air. Calcu- 
lations show they cause the heav- 
jest damage if .they burst at an 
altitude of 2500 feet. Yet even 
then their effect is definitely lim- 
ited in space, time and intensity. 


The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion holds out little hope for you 
if you happen to be in the open 
within 1000 yards from “ground 
zero’—meaning the exact spot 


on the ground above which the 
bomb goes off. 

“The last thing you see in that 
case is the blinding, bluish-white 
flash of a small ball of fire,” the 
commission’s experts say. ‘‘With- 
in 1-1000 of a second, the ball 
shoots out to form a sphere of 
flame 100 yards in radius that 
spreads outward and downward 
at a terrific speed. But by then 


you are already killed either by ~ 


the flash of heat, by the blast 
or by radiation.” 

These three modern Horsemen 
of the Apocalypse would sweep 
the surrounding area over a dis- 
tance of one to two miles. In- 
stantly, huge masses of air would 
be sucked in from the outside 
and create a storm of almost 
supegsonic velocity.

While most of them 
will be dispersed by the wind, 
some may fall to the ground 
miles away and infect your food, 
clothes, etc. 

According to Dr. Richard Ger- 
stell, lieutenant commander in 
the Navy and senior radiological 
monitor at Bikini, the danger of 
these fission products should not 
be exaggerated. 

“They will cause less damage 
than incendiary bombs,” Dr. Ger- 
stell declared. “In Hiroshima, 60 
per cent of the casualties were 
due to the blast, 25 per cent to 
flash burns and only 15 per cent 
to radiation sickness.”

Relishes Arent So Hard to Make 


They May Frighten the Little Woman, but There's Really Nothing to It 


By Hoyt Alden 


HEN a man TI know asked 

his wife the other day if she 

could make chili sauce, she 
all but fainted. You'd have thought 
he had asked her to whip him up 
a hydrogen bomb, she was that 
taken back. . 

The Little Woman of today sees 
no sense in making anything she 
can buy already manufactured 
and bottled and ready to use, 
and to some extent she may be 
right. On the other hand, there 
are some things that can’t be 
bought, and among them is the 
flavor of home-made relishes. Our 
friend solved the problem by get- 
ting a recipe for old-fashioned 
chili sauce and making up three 
quarts of it himself, like this: 

Make a bag out of cheesecloth 
and put into it a teaspoon and a 
half of allspice, a teaspoon and a 
half of whole cloves and two 
sticks of cinnamon. Take a gal- 
lon of ripe tomatoes and dip them 


in béiling water long enough so _ 


that the skins will slip off. Slip 
them off. Then chop up the to- 
matoes and put them in a big 
enameled kettle along with the 
spices. Add a cup of chopped 
onions, one and a half cups of 
chopped green sweet peppers and 
one and a half cups of chopped 
sweet red peppers. 

Let it cook until the mixture 
has reduced to half its original 
amount, stirring it well and often 
to keep it from sticking. At this 
point add two cups of vinegar, one 
cup of sugar and three tablespoons 
of salt, and let the works boil 
rapidly for five minutes, stirring 
constantly. Pour it into hot, ster- 
ilized jars, filled to overflowing, 
and seal at once. As you can see, 
it’s simple, but it’s a great thing 
to have around when a man wants 
a little chili sauce.

Little Minister of Arcadia Valley 


Ironton Church Honors St. Louis Rector Who Has Given His Services for 25 Years

BELLEVIEW, Mo., Sept. 7. 

HERE’S a little white church 
T in the vale of Arcadia which, 

because of its Gothic beauty, 
is a shrine not only for the wor- 
shippers within its walls but for 
the pilgrims who pass this way. 
For nearly 80 years tiny St. Paul’s 
has stood as a rock of Episcopal 
faith in this far valley. Now: it 
is something more than that. On 
a recent Sunday afternoon it came 
to the outside world’s attention 
as the symbol of a good man’s 
devotion. 

For 25 years, the Rev. Frank 
Maples of St. Augustine’s Church 
in Maplewood, St. Louis suburb, 
has served, beyond the call of 
duty, the small congregation of 
St. Paul’s at Ironton for no gain 
except the affection and gratitude 
of the parish people. On that 
Sunday afternoon, the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the day he first 
came among his people, he was 
honored by the community and 
his praises were spread abroad. 

The silver anniversary of 
little minister was not held at the 
church because it was not large 
enough, but at Semi-Terra farm 
near here, on the fringe of Belle- 
view valley, where a flow of fe- 
licitations ended with solemn and 
moving vespers on the lawn and 
the bestowal of gifts. It was an 
anniversary celebration in which 
St. Paul’s had a part for, founded 
in 1869, it stands as the second 
oldest Episcopal church in South- 
east Missouri, surviving in beauty 
and dignity through the years be- 
cause of the faithfulness of a 
few and the ministrations for a 
quarter of a century of a man 
whose only compulsion was an un- 
failing friendliness. It was not 
duty that drove the minister once 
a month from his work in the St. 
Louis suburb to the far valley of 
Arcadia but an awareness of the 
need of the people there and a 
willingness to serve their need. 
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ITTLE St. Paul’s has never had 
L a claim to greatness except its 
beauty. Its dimensions are 
only 23 by 60 feet, but its tower 
and spire and its stained glass win- 
dows make it a cathedral in mini- 
ature of such Christmas-card 
charm that thousands have been 
drawn to it and have stood in ven- 
eration before it. Not since 1908, 
however, has it had a resident rec- 
tor. It was kept alive only by the 
faithfulness of its few members, 
especially Mrs. R. L. Barger and 
Mrs. W. R. Edgar, strengthened 
by the services held, usually once 
a month, by visiting ministers, 
supplemented by lay readings 
conducted by different members 
from time to time. 

But for the coming of the little 
minister the church might not 
have survived. Frank Maples was 
a man of Scottish descent, trained 
for the stage as a Shakespearean 
actor in the hard English school, 
who ———. of that training had 
been invited by the exacting Rich- 
ard Mansfield to become a mem- 
ber of his company in this coun- 
try. For nine years he was on the 
stage and then, having married, 
turned to a life of service in the 
church for which he had partially 
prepared in his younger years. 

It was after he was ordained at 
Poplar Bluff and had been as- 
signed to a church there that he, 
in 1927, assumed added responsi- 
bility for the church at Ironton. 
Within two years he was trans- 
ferred to St. Augustine’s at Maple- 
wood and that might have been 
the end of his relations with the 
Ironton church. But at the insist- 
ence of members there, which co- 
incided with his inclinations, he 
again in 1929 assumed the shep- 
herding of the little flock in Ar- 
cadia Valley. It was the expecta- 
tion of himself and the Ironton 
people that it would only be for a 
little while until a resident rector 
could be supplied, but although 
from time to time attempts were 
made to supply such a rector he

has continued his willing service 
until now, with great satisfaction 
to himself and to the members of 
the church. Through much of 
that time he has also served Trin- 
ity church at DeSoto. 

Sérving three widely separated 
congregations, - particularly the 
farthest one at Ironton, has been 
attended by hardships which he 
has cheerfully borne. During 
World War II, traveling by trains 
that were often late and over- 
crowded, he sometimes had to 
stand most of the way and fre- 


quently did not get home until 3 


or 4 o’clock on Monday mornings. 
Though at times until recently he 
ministered on his monthly visits 
to a mere handful of worshipers 
he never failed to have the full 
hour’s service and to perform such 
other ministrations as might be 
required. 


Last Easter was a typical day. 
After three services at St. Augus- 
tine’s he was at Ironton for com- 
munion at 4:30 p.m. . Following 
the service he baptized a child 
and after a hurried dinner was 
at DeSoto for communion at 8 
p.m. On another Sunday, after 
three services at St. Augustine’s, 
he hurried to Ironton to conduct 
two funerals. 
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ITH all this in mind it was 
W suggested that there should 

be a suitable celebration of 
his approaching twenty-fifth an- 
niversary. With the congregation 
latterly substantially increased in 
size, it was decided that the small 
church would not be adequate 
for such a celebration. Among the 
more recent additions to the 
church were Mr. and Mrs. S.,P, 


My Day 
German Views on Korea

HYDE PARK. 
T UESDAY afternoon I went to 


the library to. greet a group. 


of German teachers brought 
over here for a year’s work in our 
universities. They have been in 
America only for a short time and 
that time has been spent in New 
York City. 

During the time I spent with 
them they asked many questions, 
some of which, I think, are of 
great interest to us all. In par- 
ticular one teacher said: “You 
seem less conscious here of the 
far-reaching meaning of the Ko- 
rean war than we are in Germany. 
To us it is of daily, vital interest, 
and I don’t feel that interest 
among the people of the United 
States to rae I have talked.”

THIS DOES NOT seem to be 
an idea that has occurred solely 
to this German teacher, because I 
noticed in one of our metropoli- 
tan newspapers an article refer- 
ring to a similar impression. One 
reason for such an impression is 
that before the United States is 
awakened and aware of a situ- 
ation, the conflagration has to be 
a very big conflagration, and, 
thank goodness, the war in Korea 
has not yet reached those propor- 
tions. 

However, it is incumbent upon 
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us, as Americans, to realize that 
the war in Korea is a symbol. It 
is a symbol of the relative 
strength of the Communist and 
democratic states. If the com- 
bined forces of the United Na- 
tions eventually show that they 
have the organization and power 
to localize and bring to an end 
this particular. group of aggres- 
sors, in spite of the strong back- 
ing which they are receiving 
from Communist nations, then 
nations all over the world will 
feel strengthened. Perhaps this 
explains why the German people 
of the west are watching the Ko- 
rean situation with so much in- 
terest.

The organ tones brought silence 
and the people stood, repeating 
the Lord’s Prayer. The Collect 
followed and then they all sang 
together “He Who Would Valiant 
Be.” Valiant but humble, the 
shepherd talked to his flock as a 
friend to friends, his strong, mod- 
ulated voice, carrying far, in all 
modesty claiming for himself that 
he had come among them and for 
25 years had remained among 
them not in the performance of 
a duty but as a continuing act of 
friendship. In closing he recited 
dramatically “Give Us Men.” :

Both sides need 50, the game 


_ being young. Your right-hand op- 


ponent makes the initial meld for 
his side. You cannot meld 50 
Should you throw your wild card 
and freeze the pack? 


Certainly not. There is a great 
difference between the case when 
you need 50 and the case when 
you need 90 or 120. Rare is the 
hand that will not meld at least 
50 after a few rounds. Your hand 
is unusual in that it does not pro- 
vide a 50-point meld. The chances 
are that your partner can meld 
50 whenever he wants to. 


Of course, there is a danger of 
losing the discard pile to the op- 
ponents, but that danger always 
exists. Regardless of your own 
hand, you may assume at almost 
any time that your partner can 
make a 50-point meld if he wants 
to. Don’t freeze the pack—not be- 
cause it would hamper partner, * 
but because it would consume 
your only wild card. Make the 
safest discard available to you, on 
the basis of previous diseards and 
the opposing meld, and wait to 
see what happens. 


In this case, your safest discard 
is likely to be from one of your 
pairs. Don’t hesitate to break it. 
If partner melds, a pair won't be 
any better than a single card plus 
your wild card — maybe not as 
good. 


Question: I was dealt a red trey 
and immediately exposed it on the 
table. The opponents said I should 
have waited until my turn to play, 
and they wanted to penalize me 
for giving unfair information to 
my partner. Could they do so? 

Answer: No. While it is custom- 
ary for a player to wait his turn 
before declaring a red trey, fail- 
ure to do so is not penalized by 
law and certainly is not a serious 
breach.

beans cooked sepa- 
rately, put together and dressed 
with butter or cream, or a little 
of both.- The original succotash, 
spelled in all sorts of different 
ways, was generally made of dried 
corn and beans. I have found 
that many recipes of later (but 
still early) origin, specify that 
string beans should be combined 
with the corn. They do go well 
together and there is no reason 
why both types of beans could not 
“be used in the same recipe. 


In certain parts of New Eng- 
land, a bit of salt pork is cooked 
with the beans and in a Maine 
household, I had an interesting 
addition in the form of crisp 
dried-out salt pork chips. The fat 
that resulted from this was used 
to dress the vegetable. It all goes 
to show that you can’t spoil suc- 
cotash if you use fresh, sweet 
vegetables. A very good dish can 
be made with leftover vegetables 
reheated with cream in a double 
boiler so that they do not become 
overcooked. 


Old-Fashioned Succotash. 


Cut one-eighth pound salt pork 
into small cubes and saute over 
medium heat until crisp. Combine 
two cups cooked corn cut from 
the cob, and one cup cooked lima 
beans. Add the crisp pork and 
the fat and stir over heat until 
thoroughly heated. 


Delicate Succotash. 

Cut two cups corn from cob. 
Place in double boiler with one- 
half cup miJk and cook-15 to. 20 
minutes until corn is tender. 
Have ready two cups cooked lima 
beans and add to corn. Add one- 
fourth cup exream. Add salt and 
.pepper to taste and heat thor- 
oughly. Serve sprinkled with pap- 
rika. Two tablespoons butter may 
replace the one-fourth cup cream.
